2307 
so-called Press Review seems all about industrial and agricultural 
produxion statistics just like in the good-ole Stalinist days; also 
funding for a hydro power project with date mentioned January 27, 
2021. 2313 into Profile of an opera singer born 24.1.35. His name 
mentioned once at the start and I could not catch it at all; they 
should at least spell names of such subjects for us ignorant 
listeners. Example played: him singing the tune which is also RT's 
theme song; identity and source of which we discussed in detail last 
year. 


As for the Jan 14 show I heard before, Richard Lemke, St. Albert, 
Alberta, replies about that: *‘‘Dear Glenn: WRMI, 5850 kHz, 2300 UT. 
After hearing the Mailbag Show on Radio Tirana on Jan 12, 13, 14, 15, 
Yes, I did hearing confirming the same program with mail from FL and 
how Albanians celebrate Christmas. According to information that I 
heard from Sheldon Harvey, the building on site has been demolished, 
is gone. I tried to send an e mail that got returned to me very fast.

Says he’s making a list of callsigns and will get to them 
eventually, so take it easy; his own call is uttered fonetikally but 
so quickly and weakly that I can’t be sure of it: VP2EH? A bit of 
whistling jamming.

I.e. must be R. Brasil Central, Goidnia, active here but rarely 
detected direct (nor on 4985); perhaps with summer sporadic E boost. 
Distance 718 km = 446 statute miles (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. 11905-11910-11915, Jan 23 at 0327, RNA DRM via Bonaire SDR 
with S/N only 7.4 to 8.4 dB but good decode, mostly music. Displays

in Amazonas; 0348 now S5-S6, S/N 11.9 dB, 12.46 kbps with solid tho 
lofi copy, voice ID ‘‘Nacional FM 96.1, musica brasileira em primeiro 
lugar’ * (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx BRAZIL. 11905-11910-11915, Jan 25 at 0445, checking RNA DRM into 
TWR Bonaire SDR: **Madrugada Nacional 96.1°° ID and romantic music, 
partly in English, *‘Kiss Me, Baby’* at 0454. Frequent ID breaks 
between tunes. SN 16.7 dB, 12.46 kbps with ‘‘perfect** reception tho 
fi not so hi; also with Service 2 Journaline one-line headline 
rotation mostly concerning COVID; but no mentions of Bolsonaro (Glenn

*xk CANADA. Re: *‘U S A. 286-MCW kHz, Jan 20 at 0735 UT, ND beacon 
.-.-/... --- what??? .-.- is not a Roman letter but Russian ‘‘ya’’. I 
listen again and again, and that’s what it sounds like, tuned to 
284-USB. But this must be on 286, EKS in Ennis, Montana, heard without 
a pause between dit for E and dah-dit-dah for K! Classaxe shows no 
note about any such error’ ° 


Harold Frodge, MI, replies: *‘No mystery --- 284 QD 0.4 The Pas MB, Le 
Pas A/P; 01 Nov (DT), 06 Dec (KZ) [Has misskeyed as .-.-/...]°° 


Then I find this in classaxe.com about QD 284: *‘Most often miskeys 
with the first dash in each character replaced with a dot. Sounds like 
AA S. 15Feb2020°° 


But not always: I have also heard correct QD. This seems about as 
convoluted an explanation as mine of another station lacking a pause 
between two letters. But pinning down the frequency to 284 implies 
it’s QD --- and what I heard did have a dash, overlooked in my 
original report, so it’s Canadian (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

9155, Jan 23 at 0745, assertive YL in Chinese at S5-S9, // 
weaker S3-S5 9280, both CNR1 jamming frequencies against Sound of Hope 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) See also TAIWAN [non] 


xx CHINA. 13530, Jan 24 at 1458, JBA fluttery carrier until 1500*, no 
doubt CNR1 jammer against SOH starting to repropagate; but none heard 
just above or below 13000 yet; however, a weak open carrier at 13001 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CHINA. 6900, Jan 25 at 2353, JBA carrier with flutter, presumed 
CNR1 jammer against a listed Sound of Hope frequency; with 2-way 
Spanish QRM on LSB only, a major frequency for that (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


*xk CHINA. 6850, Jan 26 at 2357, JBA S5-S6 talk sounds Chinese, 
presumed CNR1 jammer against another listed SOH frequency; however 
there are two signals, at least one of which is slightly on the minus 
side. Cuts off a few seconds before 2400* like CNR1 but before the 
timesignal (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*k COLOMBIA [and non]. 600 kHz, Jan 27 at 2359, via TWR Bonaire SDR, 
checking for the VOA relay via Radio Libertad, HJHJ, Barranquilla, 


about which little has been seen since first report last September 19, 
of this way to get into hostile Venezuela without using any SW. 


Nothing about this in WRTH 2021 under Colombia, pp 163/165, but VOA 
Spanish under USA, page 507 shows -- only -- 600-hjh site at 00-02 
Sat/Sun, 00-03 M-F. QRM from piano riffs likely Rebelde/Cuba, but 
dominant is Spanish news, mentions *’ Buenos Dias**, so maybe still 
replaying podcast of morning edition. 


No ID for HJHJ at ToH, but 0101 switch to different W&M casters with 
news about USA and COVID; ID in passing as ~‘La Voz de América’’. A 
Venezuelan MW transmitter was supposedly pressed into service to jam 
this, also about which nothing further has been reported, but if 
VOA/HIJHJ get into Bonaire, probably also into Caracas (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx COLOMBIA. 600, Jan 27 at 0105, continued log of VOA Spanish via 
HJHJ, Barranquilla: **Enlace Internacional** now the program name, but 
taking a pause for some music; via Bonaire SDR (Glenn Hauser, OK, 

WOR) 


xx CUBA. 9700, Jan 21 at 0126, RHC English only S6-S9 direct, but: 


5040, Jan 21 at 0127, RHC off or below noise level here; 0135 checking 
Bonaire SDR, only a JBA carrier, could be India? While 5025 Rebelde is 
good. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13634, 13569, 13769, 13838 all approx., Jan 21 at 1443, 
extremely distorted spurblobs out of RHC 13700-AM. Something's always 
wrong at RHC. 


13739.796, Jan 21 at 1445, the other RHC 22m frequency bears the 
transmitter off-frequency from 13740.00. Something's always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13629 & 13770 approx., Jan 22 at 1452, just traces of 
spurblobs from RHC 13700; something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13508 vs CODAR, 13572 S6, 13636 S9+20, 13766 S9, 13831 S7-S9, 
13896 S2, 13964 trace, all approx., spurblobs out of 13700-AM RHC 
which is S9+20, mostly music at 1535 Jan 23. Closer ones quite 
readable in FM or AM modes with F# tone, totally unreadable in SSB; 
wide but intervals of approx. 65 kHz; peters out just in time not to 
show above 14000 in hamband. Something’s always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 11850, Jan 23 at 2313, RHC S9/+25 but quite undermodulated. 


With that much S, usual parasitic spurs should be detectable as JBA 
carriers on 11840 & 11860, but they are not. 11850 transmitter finally 
fixed, or swapped to another one? Something's always wrong at RHC. 
Checking whether on 11805 instead, per this earlier report:

5040, Jan 24 at 0145, this RHC is off; but back on in Spanish 
at 0213 check. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13766 approx., Jan 24 at 1453, RHC with Marta Rios about 
propagation, so “En Contacto’ reading Arnie script must be running 
late beyond 1450*‘s ‘En Compafhia del Doctor’. Anyhow, 13700-AM is 
putting out lots of spurblobs but not in the usual pattern. For a 
change there are no Fi# tones with them! Rather low-pitched hums, best 
audible in FM mode, not AM. They are quite diffuse and harder than 
usual to guess a center frequency. First one is +66 kHz, paired with 
-63 kHz circa 13637, but there are others at mid-intervals: 13668 with 
no mod, 13605 vs residual jamming, 13576; 13729, 13795, 13828, 13887, 
13949. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13841 approx., Jan 25 around 1500 --- my logpen failed to ink 
at first --- F# tone signature of RHC spurblob, too close to the BS on 
13845-AM WWCR; then finding lots of others, back to *‘normal** pattern 
of circa plus/minus 69 kHz multiples from 13700-AM: 13769 S8, 13631, 
13562, 13494 S4 vs CODAR, 13426 trace; 13908, 13976; and 14045 Fit 
trace. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11820, Jan 26 at 0303, CRI news in English, S9+20! This is of 
course harmonic, 2 x 5910 where same is S9+40/50. Have not noticed 
this one before: harmonic suppression/filtering must be turned off; 
deliberately? Could it be just receiver overload? No, not on the R75; 
and recheck at 0420 in Yue/Cantonense, via the KBOFX SDR, also 
barreling into MO, S9+15/20 vs 5910 at S9+25/35. Something’s always 
wrong at RadioCuba. 


If one multiple is radiating, so may be others. Next up is 17730 = 3 x 
5910, and by golly, KBOFX is detecting a JBA carrier there. Of course

RHC Spanish 
on 11850 is S9+10/20 but quite suptorted and still lacking any 
plus/minus 10 kHz spurs. 11760 is S9+20/30 of dead air; 11670 is 
$9+10/20 with good modulation. Something*s always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11820, Jan 27 at 0344, maybe a JBA carrier; what a difference 
a day make. Last night there was a bigsig here from CRI relay, 2 x 
5910. Propagation is now degraded, as RHC fundamentals on 25m are also 
JBA carriers on 11850, 11670. 25m is almost dead; and even 31m also 
bears little with Cuba & USA signals very weak. K-index at 03 was 3. 
BTW, earlier when CRI was on 5990, checked x 2 = 11980 where it 
sometimes harmonizes but not this time.

Something’s always wrong at 
RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13838, 13770, 13632 S8-S9, 13564, 13492, 13420; 13905, 13974, 
all approx.,Jan 27 at 1455-1500, extremely distorted and broad 
spurblobs from RHC 13700-AM; all with F# tone, and the closer ones 
almost clear in FM reception mode; 68-72 kHz intervals. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x ERITREA [non]. 17545.065V, it’s Wednesday Jan 27 at 1534, so time 
for another check of Bayto Yaikl, the RMI-brokered clandestine via 
Issoudun, FRANCE, S5-S9, talk in local language. It’s the very last 
entry at the bottom of the WRMI skedgrid as **Bayto Yaikl L** -- 
what's the L for? still claiming it’s only on Day 6 = Saturday despite 
having added Day 3 several weeks ago. As usual, the frequency is 
audibly wavering slightly, making it difficult to nail to the 3rd 
decimal place (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xk FRANCE. 5870-5875-5880, Jan 26 circa 2350, DRM noise still here, 
i.e. the tests of TDF with RFI programming. Then just in on the WOR 
iog, a reply that Jean-Michel Aubier got from TDF to an inquiry 
forwarded from Wolfgang Bischel; in translation: 


*““Hello, Since January 1, we have been carrying out new DRM tests 
from our Issoudun distribution center. These tests are initiated by 
TDF as part of our DRMCast project. 


DRMCast is a SW receiver that we have developed on our own funds which 
makes it possible to locally rebroadcast DRM content over wifi. 
Through this gateway-type interface, any smartphone or tablet-type 
receiver is thus capable of receiving sound, text and images broadcast 
in DRM. 


The first tests were carried out on the Minitransat in 2019 with 

a race report for boats crossing the Atlantic. We are not far enough 
advanced to date to address Vendée Globle type races, but the Maritime 
world is a track that we are considering for DRMCast. 


For the time being, we have four 30-minute broadcasting slots with RFI 
world programs and some associated data:

These slots are likely to change in the days / weeks to come. These

*xk GUAM. 15215, Jan 23 at 2317, VP talk S3-S5, as KSDA scheduled this 
hour in Chinese; slightly stronger 15330 would be KSDA in Vietnamese 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x GUINEA [and non]. 9650, Jan 23 at 0742, S7-S9 French talk atop some 
music, i.e. sporadically active RTG, vs North Korea's multihour 
Japanese service starting at 0700. Guinea should be in clear from its 
*0600 after Cuban 0500* (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx JAPAN. 6115, Jan 22 at 0715, song at S9+10/20, seems too strong for 
R. Nikkei, let alone Congo; quite a bit stronger than the other JOZ, 
S9+10 on 6055. Fleeting thought, maybe RHC jumped off frequency? 0719 
song, ~ Love Was Made For Me And You’*, letter by letter in English 
and then announcement sounds Japanesish English; no J signals yet on 
75m to compare vs hams. But must be Nikkei (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx KOREA SOUTH. Re the 3+1 pips I heard at strange time of 1344 Jan 19 
on 1566 kHz, *‘One of the clubs has compiled a timesignal reference 
but I have not found it again (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) °° 


Richard Langley replies on the WOR iog: *~‘It is attached. See FEBC in 
the list. You're welcome. -- Richard Langley’ 


And thank you. I see there are some others with 3+1, altho FEBC 
appears to be the only one that fits on 1566; e.g. there are no NHKs 
at all on 1566 per WRTH. I'm really quite sure that’s it, but curious 
if others have noticed the pips at odd times like transmission changes 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx KOREA SOUTH. 1566, Jan 24 at 1342, awake just in time to check on 
the longwire, JBA carrier surely from FEBC, and at 1344 
near-imagination-level 3+1 timepips as definitely heard before when 
their antenna is switching from N Korea to China heading.

NRC AM Log does not have an FM frequency for it; on 1550, U4 2500/40 


watts. Far be it from me to suggest the C-word that they might be on 
more than 40 watts these nights, near be it to me, only 164 km = 102 
stmi city to city from that SW Tulsa suburb. Radio-locator shows 1550 
site is axually just north of Sapulpa, night and day patterns with a 
notch to the NW, but a fair lobe to the west, but the distant night 
contour only goes about 20 miles. 


However, with 100 kW, 97.1 is branded as Tulsa, and website fine print 
also claims 96.1 Vinita, 101.1 Bartlesville. WTFDA database says 97.1 
is // 96.1 KITO which is 50 kW in Vinita. But no 101.1 in 
Bartlesville: in that market T.S.A. is on 99.1 and 1500 KPGM. Of the 
three 101.1s in OK, none near B’ville. How about nearby KS? Nor. Maybe 
KYAL*s 101.1 in BV be a pirate? 


Wait: a big graphic on website equates ESPN Tulsa on 1550 AM and 99.9 
FM! What's that? WTFDA shows K260CR // KYAL-1550, **Sapula*’* which is 
of course a 250-watt translator a bit far from central Tulsa. 


But wait! There's more: on this page: 

http: //sportsanimalradio.com/animal-lineup/ 

which is underlain with *‘The Sports Animal Tulsa - 97.1 Tulsa and 
96.1 Grand Lake (sportsanimalradio.com)** And overtly says this: * ‘The 
Sports Animal-Tulsa programming is aired on 97.1 FM (Muskogee/Tulsa), 
96.1 FM (Vinita), AM 1470 (Vinita) & 101.1 FM (Caney, Kansas).** So 
that explains the 101.1 ‘‘Bartlesville’*? Caney is 29 km = 18 stmi = 
15 nautical miles north of B’ville, just across the KS border. But 
WTFDA db has 101.1 there as KEOJ, Contemporary Christian, 6/6 kW. And 
above adds yet another outlet, 1470 which is 500/88 watt KGND as in 
““Grand’*. 


Well, that’s the scoop despite my total disinterest in such silly 
sports programming. BTW, in DX research I have run across some other 
sports stations with cheesecake photo pages, but apparently not this 
one; no redeeming value (Glenn Hauser, Enid, WOR)
